TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE: 

GENTLEMEN: 


I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  Services  for  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1945. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was,  of  course,  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  bringing 
to  an  end  the  unprecedented  destruction  of  lives,  of  food,  and  of  property,  which,  for  a period  of 
six  years  had  threatened  not  only  our  health,  but  our  very  existence.  At  the  end  of  such  a trying 
period  stock  taking  in  health  matters,  as  in  many  others,  is  indicated,  and,  although  many  of  the 
effects  are  obscure  and  may  remain  unobserved  for  many  years,  all  the  evidence  available  indicates 
that  the  general  health  of  the  community  has  not  suffered  to  any  appreciable  extent.  It  is 

Sarticularly  pleasing  to  find  that,  so  far  as  young  children  are  concerned,  their  physical  condition 
as  not  only  been  well  maintained  but  has  actually  improved,  for  School  Medical  records  have  shown 
that  children  of  to-day  are  taller  and  heavier  than  children  of  the  same  ages  10  years  ago. 

One  of  the  ill  effects  which  has  been  observed  amongst  children  Is  that  resulting  from 
emotional  disturbance.  Doctor  Haynes,  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  calls  attention 
to  this  in  submitting  her  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  report.  She  points  out  that  this  h2s  not  arisen 
from  the  storm  or  stress  of  war,  for  children  have  the  facility  of  quickly  adapting  themselves  to 
withstand  even  severe  bombardments;  it  has  been  caused  by  the  disturbance  of  family  life  consequent 
upon  the  unavoidable  separation  of  parents  over  long  periods.  The  happiness  of  many  households  has 
been  replaced  by  friction  and  distrust,  culminating  occasionally  in  a complete  break  up  of  the  home. 

All  too  frequently  there  is  conflict  between  the  father  and  the  mother  and  the  children  unfortunately 
suffer.  The  importance  of  body  vigour  and  well  being  in  children  is  generally  recognised,  but  their 
emotional  health  is  often  overlooked  with  disastrous  results;  yet  social  workers  have  realised  that 
if  a child  is  to  grow  up  into  a contented  and  useful  citizen,  he  requires  emotional  stability  just  as 
much  as  physical  fitness. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  figure  for  the  year,  53,  compares  unfavourably  with  43  in  the 
previous  year,  but  it  is  still  just  below  the  average  of  the  County  Boroughs,  which  was  54.  Of  the 

95  children  who  died  before  they  became  one  year  of  age,  56  succumbed  during  the  first  month  of  life 
and  the  most  frequent  cause  of  death  was  given  as  prematurity.  For  some  reason,  at  present  unknown, 
there  have  been  exceptionally  large  numbers  of  premature  births  and  of  abortions. 

For  many  years  a scheme  has  been  in  operation  whereby  Home  Helps  and  Daily  Assistants  have 
given  asiistance  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  by  hetping  with  the  domestic  work  in  their  homes,  but 
being  administered  under  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  powers  it  was  not  available  for  cases  of  sickness. 

A similar  type  of  service  was  commenced,  however,  in  March  1 945,  for  the  benefit  of  sick  or  elderly 
people,  and  the  demand  made  upon  this  scheme  showed  immediately  how  greatly  it  was  needed  and  how  much 
it  was  appreciated.  The  help  of  two  whole-time  and  five  part-time  workers  was  obtained,  and  during  the 
year,  from  the  commencement  of  the  scheme,  68  cases  have  been  given  help. 

During  the  duration  of  the  war  the  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases  remained  low  and 
although  some  diseases,  such  as  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  displayed  their  usual  rises  and  falls  at 
two  or  three  yearly  intervals,  others,  notably  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever,  displayed  a downward  trend. 
Fears  had  been  expressed  that  under  black-out  conditions,  which  hindered  natural  ventilation  and 
favoured  overcrowding,  some  of  the  rarer  types  of  infectious  diseases,  such  as  Cerebro-spina l Meningitis, 
mightassume  epidemic  proportions,  and  that  others,  like  Diphtheria,  which  are  more  or  less  always  with 
us,  might  increase,  but  nothing  of  the  kind  occurred.  There  were  no  epidemics  and  Diphtheria  actually 
decreased.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  its  incidence  is  gradually  responding  to  the 
protection  afforded  by  immunisation.  Approximately  70. % of  the  children  in  the  Borough  have  now 
been  immunised  and  once  again  we  find  that  all  the  deaths  from  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  smaller 
group  for  whom  parents  had  refused  to  accept  this  protection. 

With  a lowered  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  the  demand  made  last  year  upon  beds  at  the 
Isolation  Hospital  was  well  below  the  average.  This  was  fortunate,  not  only  from  a Public  Health 
point  of  view,  but  also  on  account  of  the  difficulty  experienced  during  the  year  in  obtaining  the 
required  inward  flow  of  personnel,  both  nursing  and  domestic,  for  hospital  appointments.  The  shortage 
was  most  keenly  felt  at  the  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium,  where  complete  closure  would  have  been  inevitable 
but  for  the  help  given  by  those  Nurses  who,  under  the  scheme  of  general  training,  spend  6 months  at  the 
Sanatorium, 


In  submitting  his  report  as  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  at  the  end  of  hisfirst  year  in  office, 
Mr,  Dennis  Drake  points  out  that  although  there  have  been  no  spectacular  changes,  increased  attention 
has  been  given  to  (1)  the  extermination  of  rats;  (2)  smoke  abatement;  (3)  examination  of  milk  samples 
to  determine  the  standard  of  cleanliness,  and  inspection  of  farms  to  detect  faulty  methods  in  handling 
the  milk;  (4)  eradication  of  bugs. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  that  a full-time  Rodent  Officer  is  now  employed  to  deal, 
with  the  extermination  of  rats.  The  whole  area  has  been  divided  into  districts,  which  are  dealt  with 
systematically,  and  it  must  be  obvious  from  the  statistics  given  that  excellent  progress  has  been  made 
in  this  matter. 

During  the  War,  not  onty  were  all  restrictions  upon  the  production  of  black  smoke  removed, 
but  manufacturers  were  even  encouraged  to  produce  smoke,  on  the  assumption,  one  supposes,  that  a 
screen  of  smoke  hanging  over  an  area  would  give  some  measure  of  protection  from  danger  by  enemy 
aircraft.  The  protective  value  of  such  a measure  seems  doubtful,  but,  fortunately, the  time  when  this 
was  necessary  has  now  passed,  and  the  Regulations  adopted  previously  to  lessen  the  irritating  and 
destructive  effects  caused  by  smoke  are  again  in  operation.

More  detailed  information  than  usual  is  given  in  the  Report  to  provide  a clear  and 
comprehensive  picture  of  the  quality  of  the  milk  supplied  in  the  area,  and  of  the  steps  taken  to 
secure  a high  standard  of  cleanliness. 

The  number  of  bug  infested  houses  in  the  area  is  still,  unfortunately,  high,  and  the 
Report  shows  the  number  of  such  houses  which  have  been  dealt  with  either  by  H.C.N.  or  0.0. T.  As 
a further  step  to  check  this,  dealers  in  second  hand  furniture  have  been  questioned  upon  their 
methods  of  examining  furniture,  and  of  the  steps  taken  to  deal  with  such  articles  when  found  to  be 
infested. 


The  sale  of  Ice  Cream  (prohibited  during  the  War)  was  again  permitted  soon  after  the 
cessation  of  hostilities,  and  special  attention  was  given  forthwith  not  only  to  the  premises 
concerned  in  its  manufacture,  but  also  to  the  purity  of  the  Ice  Cream  offered  for  sale.  No  fixed 
standard  of  purity  is  required  by  Act  or  Regulation,  and,  although  there  are  difficulties  connoted 
with  the  fixing  of  such  a standard,  it  is  certain  that  sooner  or  later  some  kind  of  standard  will 
be  demanded,  for  investigation  into  the  cause  of  several  epidemics  has  revealed  the  ease  with  which 
Ice  Cream  may  become  the  medium  for  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases.  In  the  meantime,  it  does 
not  seem  to  be  asking  too  much  to  suggest  that  Ice  Cream  offered  for  sale  should  equal  the  standard 
of  purity  required  by  Regulation  for  Grade  A Milk,  and,  in  the  examinations  recorded  in  the  Report, 
failed  to  reach  this  standard.  In  all  such  cases  the  attention  of  the  vendors  was  called  to 
this  comparison. 

Cellars  used  for  the  storage  of  beer,  also  received  special  consideration,  and  in  more 
than  half  of  the  212  premises  inspected  defects  were  found  requiring  alteration. 

During  the  War,  the  Borough  Public  Abattoir  was  made  a centre  for  the  slaughtering  of 
animals  required  over  an  extensive  area,  and  the  work  of  inspecting  the  carcases  was  greatly  increased 
accordingly.  The  Report  shows  that  in  the  past  year,  a total  of  over  AO, 000  carcases  were  inspected. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  point  out  that  A2£  of  all  the  cows  slaughtered  showed  signs  of  tuberculosis, 
and  that  in  1 out  of  every  5 of  the  animals  affected  the  condition  was  so  advanced  that  the  whole 
carcase  had  to  be  condemned.  It  is  alarming  to  consider  what  a large  proportion  of  these  cows  must 
have  been  producing  milk  containing  tubercle  bacilli  before  they  were  sent  for  slaughter.  Surely  no 
greater  evidence  could  be  submitted  in  support  of  the  necessity  for  the  pasteurisation  of  milk. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Report  that  the  provision  of  new  houses  did  little  during  the 
year  to  solve  the  housing  problem,  for  only  8 of  the  prefabricated  type  were  completed.  It  is 
reasonable  to  assume  that  this  problem  cannot  be  so  acute  locally  as  in  many  other  areas,  for  within 
the  Borough  no  dwelling  houses  were  destroyed  by  enemy  action.  Nevertheless  the  long  waiting  list 
for  houses,  and  the  numerous  appeals  made  by  persons  living  in  overcrowded  or  unsatisfactory  homes 
show  that  many  additional  houses  are  urgently  required. 

In  submitting  the  Report,  I beg  to  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  Chairmen  and  Members 
of  those  Committees  directly  concerned  with  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  constant  support 
and  encouragement;  to  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  staff  I wish  to  record  my  thanks  for  another 
year's  valuable  services,  and  also  to  extend  a most  sincere  welcome  to  those  who  have  returned  from  War 
Service  performed  in  widely  scattered  parts  of  the  world. 

One  of  their  number  has,  unfortunately,  not  returned,  and,  although  his  place  on  the  staff 
has  been  filled,  there  remains  an  empty  corner  in  the  hearts  of  his  colleagues,  who  will  long  remember 
his  cheery  disposition  and  sterling  qualities.  Like  so  many  others,  he  has  paid  the  supreme  sacrifice 
in  the  flower  of  his  youth,  defending  those  rights  and  liberties  which  have  rendered  possible  the 
Satisfactory  Health  Statistics  herewith  recorded.

Infant  Mortality. 

During  the  year  1945  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  was  53.  As  will  be  seen  from 
the  appended  tables,  this  is  an  increase  from  the  rate  of  the  previous  year,  which  was 
the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

Out  of  a total  of  95  Infant  deaths  a percentage  of  58.9  occurred  during  the 
first  month  of  life.  As  in  previous  years,  the  great  majority  of  these  deaths  were  due 
to  prematurity. 

An  analysis  of  the  39  deaths  occurring  in  infants  between  the  ages  of  one  month 
and  one  year  again  shows  that  respiratory  infections  were  the  main  cause.  The  power  of 
resistance  to  these  infections  is  thought  to  be  related  to  social  conditions,  such  as  diet 
and  housing.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  improvement  in  housing  and  general  conditions  will 
tend  to  diminish  the  death  rate  from  respiratory  infections  in  the  future. 

Maternal  Mortality , 

The  Maternal  Mortality  rate  during  1945  was  2.11,  a,s  compared  with  the  rate  of 
1,79  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  total  number  of  maternal  deaths  during  the  year  was  four. 

Two  of  the  deaths  were  those  of  patients  who  received  adequate  ante-natal  care 
and  also  specialist  treatment  in  hospital.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  these  deaths  might 
have  been  prevented. 

The  remaining  two  cases  were  deaths  following  abortion.  In  one  of  these  death 
occurred  from  natural  causes,  owing  to  the  early  pregnancy.  The  patient  received  no 
medical  care.  The  remaining  case  was  one  of  septicaemia  following  an  abortion.  The 
pregnancy  and  abortion  had  been  concealed  by  the  patient.  This  death  would  probably  have 
been  avoided  if  she  had  consented  to  have  medical  attention. 

War-time  Nurseries. 

The  five  nurseries  have  remained  full  during  the  year,  and  each  nursery  has  a 
list  of  children  waiting  for  admission.  It  has  been  found  necessary  to  limit  the  admissions 
to  cases  of  'priority'.  They  are  cases  in  which  the  mother  is  engaged  in  essential  work,  or 
where  she  is  obliged  to  work  in  order  to  support  the  family.  Whilst  the  demand  for  female 
labour  remains  high,  the  need  for  day  nurseries  wilt  continue,  and  in  future  years  it  is 
thought  that  nurseries  will  still  be  required  to  free  a mother  from  the  care  of  her  children 
while  she  is  busy  shopping  or  taking  some  form  of  recreation. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

The  total  number  of  children  under  5 Immunised  during  1945  was  1,300.  This  figure 
does  not  include  the  children  who  were  immunised  by  their  private  doctors. 

Efforts  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  increase  the  number  of  children  Immunised 
at  the  age  of  one  year.  The  parents  were  personally  interviewed  for  this  purpose  and  reminder 
letters  were  sent  a few  months  later.  The  Government  propaganda  services  by  posters  and  by 
the  B.B.C.  broadcasts  have  been  found  to  be  of  service  in  persuading  hesitant  parents  to  have 
their  children  immunised. 

During  the  year  9 children  under  the  age  of  5 suffered  from  diphtheria.  Not  one  of 
these  had  been  immunised. 

Home  Visits. 

Owing  to  the  depletion  of  staff,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  the  full 
programme  of  routine  visits  to  every  child,  but  the  medical  staff  have  been  aided  by  the  nursing 
staff  in  this  respect.  The  ante-natal  work  has  been  carried  on  as  usual. 

Family  Life. 

It  has  become  lamentably  apparent  that,  owing  to  the  stress  of  war,  with  its  inevitable 
periods  of  separation  between  parents,  a large  number  of  homes  are  being  broken  up.  The  conflict 
between  the  father  and  mother  has  an  inevitable  disturbing  effect  upon  their  children.  We  have 
learned  to  secure  the  physical  well-being  of  our  children,  but  we  have  not  learned  to  watch  over 
their  emotional  health.  A child  needs  emotional  stability  as  much  as  it  needs  bodily  vigour,  if 
It  is  to  grow  up  into  a happy  and  useful  citizen.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SCHEME. 

MjNlSTRY OF  HEALTH"  CIRCULAR"  179/44. 

In  January  1945,  the  Health  Committee,  having  considered  Circular  179/44  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  - 

"RESOLVED  - That  a Scheme  be  formulated  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  put  into 
operation  at  such  time  as  the  necessary  domestic  help  is  available,  and 
that  the  same  scale  of  charges  to  persons  receiving  the  service  be  put 
into  operation  for  the  Scheme  as  operates  for  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Scheme". 

Later  they  - 

"RESOLVED  - That  in  future  the  charge  to  be  made  for  each  case  where  domestic  help  is 
provided  under  the  Scheme  be  made  on  the  merits  of  the  case,  and  that 
Resolution  3 on  page  200  of  these  Minutes  be  amended  accordingly". 

It  can  be  said  that  the  Scheme  has,  since  its  inception,  been  warmly  welcomed,  and  has  met  to  a 
small  degree  a very  great  need.  Great  care  has  been  exercised  to  allocate  help  only  to  the  most 
urgent  cases,  and  many  have  had  to  be  left  unaided.  The  period  of  time  too,  for  which  help  could 
be  given,  has  been  much  restricted.  This  is  owing  to  the  difficulty  experienced  in  obtaining  staff. 
In  spite  of  this  shortage,  however,  68  cases  have  been  assisted  during  the  period  since  the  inception 
of  the  Scheme.  The  longest  period  for  which  a case  has  been  helped  full-time  has  been  4 weeks, 
whilst  In  a part-time  case  help  has  been  given  for  a period  of  6 months,  (this  being  the  case  of  an 
aged  person  living  alone).  Other  cases  have  been  adequately  met  by  the  provision  of  help  on  one  or 
two  half-days  per  week.

NOTIFICATIONS. 

The  total  notifications  during  the  year  wore  103,  and  of  these  57  nero  pul  onary  ami 
46  non-pulnonary.  Compared  with  the  previous  year,  these  figures  show  a decrease  of  31 
pulnonary  cases  and  an  increase  of  15  non-pulnonary  notifications.  This  incroase  is  largely 
accounted  for  by  the  notification  of  a number  of  cases  of  lupus  by  the  newly  appointed 
Dermatologist  at  the  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary. 


The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  64,  as  compared  with  55  the 
previous  year. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PREVENTION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS,  1925 , 

Mo  occasion  arose  during  the  year  which  necessitated  the  enforce  ent  of  the so 
ftegu la t ions. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS,  1940 . 

Infomation  was  sent  to  the  Minister  of  Labour  and  National  Service,  respecting 
patients  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register,  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in  compliance  with 
these  Regulations. 

TUBERCULOSIS  CLINIC. 

The  clinic  was  held  three  times  weekly,  i.e.  two  afternoon  and  one  evening  session, 
for  interviewing  and  examining  now  cases  and  contacts,  and  for  supervising  known  casos  and 
cases  under  observation.  Several  cases  wore  given  a course  of  Tuberculin  injections  at  the 
clinic  during  the  year.  The  attendances  at  the  clinic  have  beon  very  satisfactory,  and  the 
syston  of  attending  by  appointment  has  been  maintained.  The  total  attendances  numbered  2114, 
including  36  cases  referred  by  the  Military  Medical  Board  and  6 examined  under  the  Essential 
dorks  Order,  In  addition  there  were  1125  attendances  by  out-patients  for  examination  or 
treatment  at  the  Bradley  Jood  Sanatorium. 

HEii  PATIENTS. 

301  new  cases  were  examined,  and  of  these  75  wore  considered  to  be  tuberculous  and  302 
non-tuborcu lous . 4 were  doubtful  cases  and  the  diagnosis  was  not  complete  at  the  year  end. 

As  formerly,  diagnosis  was  based  on  medical  history  combined  with  clinical  and  radiological 
examination  and  bacteriological  examination  of  sputum,  and  21  Tuberculin  Tests  in  children  were 
carried  out. 

CONTACTS. 

The  total  nu.ber  of  contacts  to  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  examined  during  the  year 
was  127,  98  adults  and  29  children.  24  were  X-rayed.  Of  these  contacts  two  were  foun j to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis.  In  addition,  at  the  reguest  of  the  Works  Medical  Officer,  it  was 
arranged  for  55  workpeople  who  wore  contacts  of  an  opon  case  at  their  place  of  employment  to  bo 
examined  and  screened  at  the  Bradley  Wood  Sanatorium.  None  of  these  were  found  to  be  tuberculous. 

In  the  case  of  children  and  adolescents  who  have  been  exposed  to  much  infection  it  has  been  the 
practice  to  continue  supervision  by  means  of  regular  examination  for  a period  of  a year  or  more. 

LABORATORY  EXAMINATIONS . 

These  nuubered  734,  and  consisted  mainly  of  specimens  of  sputum  with  a small  number  of 
urines  and  pleural  effusions. 

DOM) CILIARY  VISITS. 

The  number  of  home  visits  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  during  the  year  was  55.  These 

were  mostly  visits  to  suspected  new  cases  who  were  considered  unfit  to  attend  the  clinic  for 
examination.  At  a number  of  these  visits  the  patient's  private  doctor  was  also  present. 

The  Tuberculosis  Nurse  paid  1449  visits  to  patients  in  their  homes  during  the  year.  Her 
duties  have  includod  the  advising  of  families  where  there  is  a case  of  tuberculosis  on  the 
precautionary  measures  necessary  to  minimise  the  danger  of  spread  of  the  disease,  the  enc  uraging 
of  families  to  undergo  examination  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  as  contacts,  and  persuading  absentees 
to  attend  the  dispensary  for  regular  examination  and  advice.  In  addition  she  has  helped  dependants 
in  the  completion  of  application  forms  for  Maintenance  Allowance,  She  has  also  mado  515 
attendances  at  the  Ultra-Violet  Light  Clinic. 

CLINIC  REGISTER. 

At  the  year  end  the  number  f cases  on  the  register  was  404,  a decrease  of  6 as  compared 
with  last  year.  Of  this  number  342  were  pulnonary  cases,  and  of  those  192  or  56.1, v had  a 
positive  sputum.  Two  cases  removed  at  an  earlier  date  when  the  condition  was  thought  to  be 
completely  arrested  were  restored  to  the  register. 
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BRADLEY  HOOD  SANATORIUM  (BEDS  AVAILABLE  75). 

The  beds  In  the  sanatorium  have,  whenever  possible,  been  reserved  for  the  treatment  of  those 
cases  only  in  which  there  were  reasonable  hopes  of  improvement.  Advanced  and  chronic  cases  requiring 
institutional  treatment  were  admitted  to  the  Tuberculosis  Wards  at  the  Mill  Hill  Hospital.  Admissions 
to  the  sanatorium  numbered  62,  a decrease  of  18  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Deaths  in  the 
sanatorium  numbered  7,  a decreaso  of  6 compared  with  last  year. 

X-RAY  EXAMINATIONS. 

During  the  year  710  X-ray  examinations  and  1598  screen  examinations  were  made.  The  existing 
plant  has  continued  to  give  reliable  and  satisfactory  service,  and  no  alterations  have  been  required. 

ARTIFICIAL  PNEUMOTHORAX . 

This  method  of  treatment  continues  to  prove  beneficial  in  selected  cases,  and  during  the  year 
artificial  pneumothorax  treatment  was  given  to  46  patients,  including  2 bilateral  cases,  the  refills 
for  the  year  totalling  964.  This  is  an  increase  of  215  on  the  corresponding  figure  for  last  year. 
During  the  year  15  cases  were  selected  as  being  suitable  for  this  form  of  collapse  therapy,  and  of 
these  13  were  successfully  induced.  Of  these  13  cases,  11  were  still  receiving  treatment  at  the  year 
end.  In  two  cases  the  pneumothorax  was  abandoned  as  ineffectual  and  as  requiring  Thoracoplasty,  and 
one  case  died.  Of  the  46  patients  who  received  treatment  during  the  year  35  were  still  under  treatment 
at  the  year  end,  3 were  transferred  to  other  authorities  and  in  7 cases  (including  the  two  previously 
mentioned)  treatment  was  abandoned  as  ineffectual  or  following  lung  re-expansion.  In  3 of  the  cases 
where  treatment  was  abandoned  the  collapse  had  been  maintained  for  a minimum  period  of  4 years  and  all 
three  were  classed  as  "disease  arrested"  at  that  time,  and  all  have  remained  well  to  date. 

THORACIC  SURGERY. 

Mr.  P.R,  Allison,  F.R.C.S.,  has  continued  to  act  as  consulting  Thoracic  Surgeon,  and  has 
visited  the  sanatorium  at  intervals  to  consult  with  the  Medical  Officer  in  the  selection  of  cases 
requiring  operative  treatment.  The  actual  operative  treatment  has  been  carried  out  at  Pinderf i elds 

E. M.S.  Hospital  by  Mr.  Allison.  Three  patients  had  Thoracoplasty  operations  performed,  all 
successfully,  and  have  made  satisfactory  progress  to  date.  Two  patients  on  pneumothorax  treatment 
had  pleural  strips  - for  wide  pleural  adherancies,  three  other  pneumothorax  cases  had  thoracoscopies 
and  division  of  pleural  adhesions,  one  case  also  having  phrenic  nerve  crush  in  addition,  and  one  other 
case  had  a Thoracoscopy  examination  and  was  recommended  for  subsequent  Thoracoplasty.  The  results  of 
all  these  have  been  mainly  very  satisfactory. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  CASES. 

The  treatment  of  the  orthopaedic  cases  has  been  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Latimer  Walker, 

F. R.C.S,  and  later  Mr.  Barclay,  F.R.C.S.,  on  his  return  from  service  with  His  Majesty's  Forces. 
Conservative  treatment  by  immobilisation  has  continued  to  prove  beneficial  and  the  results  have  again 
been  satisfactory.  Two  cases  were  operated  on  at  the  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary  for  femoral 
osteotomy  and  one  patient  for  fixation  of  knee  joint  during  the  year.

The  year  ended  the  31st  December  1945  shows  a further  increase  in  the  number  of  new 
cases  dealt  with  for  the  first  time  at  the  Centre,  also  an  increase  in  the  total  attendances 
made,  as  compared  with  1944. 

Of  the  total  attendances,  7025  received  the  individual  attention  of  the  Medical 
Officer,  whilst  1271  received  Intermediate  Treatments,  etc.  from  the  Orderly  and  Nursing 
Staff. 


The  New  Cases  seen  for  the  first  time  in  the  year  under  review  were  as  follows:- 

Syphilis  (recently  acquired  infections).  75 

" (congenital  infections).  5 

" (old  standing  infections).  25 


One  case  of  Soft  Chancre  was  seen,  and  176  new  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  were  seen. 

In  addition,  196  cases  of  Non-Venereal  Disease  were  investigated  and  treated. 

....  .Apart  from  cases  of  congenital  syphilis,  which  have  fallen  from  14  in  1944  to  5 in 
1945,  the  incidence  of  new  cases  of  Syphilis  is  practically  the  same  as  in  1944,  whilst  the 
figures  for  Gonorrhoea  show  a well  marked  increase.

As  in  previous  years,  large  numbers  of  fresh  wet  pus  films  were  examined  for  the 
presence  of  Trichomonas  Vaginalis,  a very  prevalent  inflammation  of  the  Vagina, 

l am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  since  the  introduction  of  the  new  Syringe 
Technique  for  Intra-venous  injections  of  the  Arsenica  Is,  first  begun  in  1944,  the  incidence 
of  Arsphenamine  Jaundice  has  been  greatly  reduced. 

During  this  year  we  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  get  adequate  stocks  of  Penicillin 
for  the  treatment  of  both  acute  Syphilis  and  Gonorrhoea,  and  in  all  212  cases  have  received 
Penicillin  treatment,  with  good  results. 

For  much  of  this  work,  the  eight  bods  allotted  to  the  Medical  Officer,  at  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  were  used  and  proved  invaluable. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Sister,  Orderly  and  Nurses,  whose  work,  though  increased, 
has  been  carried  out  with  efficiency  and  zeal,  adding  greatly  to  the  smooth  running  of  the 
department. 

I also  wish  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  of  the 
Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary  for  their  co-operation,  and  lastly  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  for  the  support  and  help,  which  l always  receive  from  him.

The  figures  shew  an  increase  of  .52  gallons  per  head  per  day  in  Domestic  supply  and  a decrease 
of  .72  gallons  per  head  per  day  in  Trade  supply  on  the  consumption  returns  for  1944. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  both  from  a chemical  and  bacteriological  viewpoint  has  been 
satisfactory. 

During  the  year  14,568  lineal  yards  of  distribution  mains  have  been  reconditioned  by  the 
"Eric"  process.  This  reconditioning  process  has  dealt  effectively  with  coloured  water  complaints 
and  at  the  same  time  has  increased  the  carrying  capacity  of  the  mains. 

During  the  year  1,958  lineal  yards  of  6"  and  4"  diameter  mains  have  been  laid  to  supply 
temporary  houses  at  Dalton,  Almondbury,  and  Netheroyd  Hill. 

Chemical  examination  of  all  waters  are  carried  out  every  quarter  and  the  following  tables 
show  the  results  obtained.

Sewage  Treatment . 

There  have  been  no  Important  extensions  or  alterations  to  the  Sewage  Works  during  1945. 
Due  to  staff  shortage,  wartime  difficulties  and  delays, only  the  bare  routine  work  and  necessary 
repairs  have  been  carried  out. 
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The  domestic  and  textile  sewages  continue  to  be  precipitated  with  acid  and  settled 
separately  before  joining  the  chemica l wastes  which  receive  pretreatment  with  lime  and  settlement. 

In  the  chemical  wastes  settling  tanks  an  experimental  outlet  balancing  valve  has  been  fitted  which 
together  with  the  inlet  averaging  tank  smoothes  the  peaks  in  volume  and  strength  from  the 
intermittently  working  pumping  stations. 

The  bio-aeration  plants  continue  to  treat  only  the  precipitated  domestic  and  textile  sewages. 

The  percolating  beds  after  six  years  of  war  and  prolonged  overdosings  are  in  no  worse 
condition  than  would  be  expected  under  normal  conditions  of  working.  No.  11  bed  whose  peripheral 
wall  was  damaged  by  the  severe  frosts  of  1943  has  been  entirely  rebuilt  and  the  bed  put  back  into 
operation. 

The  primary  sludges  continue  to  be  treated  for  the  recovery  of  grease  and  fertiliser. 

The  chemical  sludges  and  the  jelly-like  biological  sludges  are  lagooned. 

The  sludge  lagoons  at  Delghton  below  Padan  Aran  Farm  have  been  cleared.  The  same 
contractor  has  also  nearly  finished  taking  sludge  from  those  at  Cooper  Bridge  below  Heaton  Lodge. 

The  sludge  containing  about  % nitrogen  and  7($  water  is  used  for  agricultural  purposes. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS: 

The  subject  of  rivers  pollution  is  dealt  with  in  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  by  a 
specially  constituted  Rivers  board.  One  case  of  the  pollution  of  a stream  by  surface  water  from 
a tip  used  by  a chemical  works  was  reported  by  the  Local  Authority  to  the  Rivers  Board  during 
the  year.

The  scheme  for  the  conversion  of  tub  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system,  commenced  in 
the  year  1925,  still  continues.  Under  it,  a grant  of  £10  is  made  for  the  conversion  of  tub 
closets  and  slop-water  closets.  The  scheme  is  being  continued  in  the  new  areas,  and  eventually 
the  conversions  will  be  carried  out  In  all  cases  where  a sewer  and  water  supply  are  available. 
Two  conversions  have  been  done  during  the  year.

The  acute  shortage  of  staff  continued  during  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
but  towards  the  end,  the  situation  was  somewhat  easier,  although  the  type  of  labour 
coining  to  the  department  for  refuse  collection  since  the  war  is  far  from  being  up 
to  pre-war  standard.

All  the  privately  owned  houses  found  on  inspection  to  be  bug  infested  have 
been  dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

As  an  additional  precaution,  135  visits  have  been  paid  to  dealers  in 
second-hand  furniture  and  clothing,  and  to  furniture  removers,  in  an  effort  to 
prevent  the  spread  by  these  channels.  No  evidence  of  vermin  was  found  during 
those  visits.

RATS  IN  SEWERS. 

In  March  1944  a direction  to  treat  the  sewers  for  rat  infestation  was  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  a request  made  that  the  work  should  be  commenced  not  later 
than  the  1st  May  1944. 

The  first  reaction  in  certain  quarters  to  this  direction  was  a suggestion  that 
there  was  no  infestation  by  rats  in  the  local  sewers.  Subsequent  experience  proved  that 
this  contention  was  wrong. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  man-power  it  was  not  possible  to  commence  any 
treatment  of  the  sewers  until  March  1945. 

In  the  interval,  a Scheme  (based  on  the  assessment  that  there  are  about  4,200  sewer 
manholes  in  the  Borough)  was  prepared  and  approved  in  principle  by  Ministry  of  Food 
Officers.  As  the  whole  system  was  required  to  be  treated  twice,  it  was  calculated  that 

it  would  take  48  men  (forming  18  squads  of  3 men  each)  8 weeks  to  complete  the  job.  Agreement 
was  reached  with  the  Borough  Engineer  for  his  Department  to  be  responsible  for  the 
preparation  of  the  manholes  by  loosening  covers,  clearing  benching,  fixing  trays,  etc.  and 
the  Health  Department  to  carry  out  the  baiting  campaign. 

The  whole  area  of  the  Borough  was  divided  into  41  sections,  of  a workable  size,  in 
the  determining  of  which  contours,  flow  of  sewers,  and  accessibility,  had  to  be  carefully 
considered.  Each  section  required  one  week's  treatment,  i.e.  4 days'  prebaiting  with 
unpoisoned  bait,  1 day  poison  baiting  and  1 day  to  examine  and  note  amount  of  poison  'take'. 

Baiting  commenced  on  the  19th  March  1945  and  finished  on  the  1st  September  1945.  The 
number  of  men  available  varied  considerably  from  time  to  time,  the  smallest  number  available 
being  2,  and  the  largest  number  18,  a squad  of  3 being  the  maximum  number  for  any  section  treated. 

The  bait  bases  and  poisons  used  were:- 

First  Treatment:  Sausage  Rusk  and  Zinc  Phosphide. 

Second  Treatment:  Stale  Bread  and  Barium  Carbonate.

The  total  'kill'  for  all  sections  for  all  treatments  was  7707. 

RATS  AND  MICE DESTRUCTION . 

The  problem  of  'surface'  infestations  is  being  assiduously  dealt  with  by  a full-time 
Rodent  Operative  who  proceeds  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Food  technique. 

A system  of  servicing  is  available  to  occupiers  of  infested  premises  at  a small 
charge.  In  cases  where  such  servicing  is  not  desired  occupiers  are  given  advice  on 
disinfestation. 

In  cases  where  drainage  systems  are  involved,  the  drains  are  tested.

MILK  SUPPLY. 


On  the  31st  December  1945  there  were  122  registered  farms  in  the  Borough,  comprising

There  are  two  licences  in  force  authorising  the  use  of  the  special  designation 
"Pasteurised".  Both  these  dairies  have  well  equipped  laboratories  in  which  samples  of 
both  untreated  and  treated  milk  are  frequently  examined.  Approximately  2,900  gallons  of 
milk  are  pasteurised  daily  and  in  addition  approximately  1,000  gallons  of  pasteurised  milk 
are  delivered  to  these  dairies  for  distribution  to  milk  retailers. 

Prior  to  the  1st  March  1945  one  of  the  above  dairies  held  authorisation  from  the 
Ministry  of  Food  to  heat  treat  milk,  but  from  this  date  onwards  the  milk  became  pasteurised. 

Milk  supplied  to  schools . 

All  the  schools  in  the  Borough,  with  the  exception  of  one,  are  supplied  with 
pasteurised  milk,  from  out  of  the  Borough.  Samples  of  these  milks  have  been  examined  and 
found  satisfactory  in  every  case.
